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REPORT OF THE 
SUP ERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In submitting the annual r eport of the condition of our schools to the 
inhabitants of Goffstown, we can assure them that ina large majority of 
districts there is a growing interest manifested by the residents, in the 
welfare of their schools, which is gradually increasing their efficiency and 
usefulness, and rapidly making them what they are designed to become 
—the place where children obtain the rudiments of an education in its 
best sense, which includes not only a knowledge of books, but habits of 
eorrect thinking and reasoning—of industry and that kind of deportment 
which secures respect in childhood and whith makes hereafter the good 
and industrious citizen. 

The Prudential committees of the several districts are deserving of 
much praise for the pains they have taken to procure competent and ef- 
ficient teachers, which, with a few exceptions they have been successful 
in doing. The inhabitants ought to exact a pretty high order of quali- 
fication of a teacher of their children. It is not enough that they be just 
sufficient to render the necessary help to a child in working out a sum 
in Arithmetic, or to point out a locality upon the map, or juet to answer 
the requirements of the statute—they should be so familiar with the dif- 
ferent branches taught as to give the neccessary oral instruction to 
the pupil, which is far more impressive and very much more easily 
eomprehended’ by the child, enabling him to grasp the principles 
much sooner than a dozen readings of the same as printed in the books. 

A child seven years of age has been known to talk fluently in seven dif- 
ferent languages, which he obtained by having nurses from as many dif- 
ferent countries, but no one would believe he could have mastered two 
from books. A teacher,if familiar with his business,can convey by word 
of mouth, in a most impressive manner, a great amount of knowledge 
in a short time. 
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The inhabitants decide what the standard of qualification shall be, far 
more than the law or the superintendents—the latter will see that they 
are fully up to the mark which is required. 

In a few districts named in the report a small expenditure in repair of 
the School Houses would add very materially to the comfort and conven- 
jence of the scholars. No investments pay better than those made for 
the education and comfort of our children. 

We have not been able to learn of a single person, born in town, he- 
tween the ages of 14 and 21, who cannot read and write; nor has a sin- 
gle child been furnished with books at the public expense. Generally, 
when it has been thought advantageous to change a series of books, the 
parents have cheerfully met the expense. Important improvements have 
been made in school-books within a few years, and it would be wrong to 
deprive our children of them, especially when they can be obtained at so 
little cost. Haton’s Arithmetic, which is in several of our schools, affords 
an instance in point—instead of presenting a series of puzzles for the | 
child to work out, of no practical use in life, such as many of the older 
Aritkmetics abound in, it furnishes just such a knowledge of Mathemat-. 

ics as a business man would find most available in every day life. 

By referring to the Statistical Table, the parents will observe the great 
number of tardy marks. This is a matter which is altogether in their 
own hands, and which they alone can remedy. Will they not see to it? 

Dist. No. 1.—P. H. Hadley, 2nd, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term, Miss Nancy J. Jeffers. Miss Jeffers has taught the school in this 
district several terms, both Summer and Winter, and needs no word ot 
commendation from us. The parents and residents in the district mani- 
fest a praiseworthy interest in the school. Kighty three visits were made 
during the term. 

Winter term by James F. Allen. Mr, Allen has a good faculty of 
teaching , but failed in maintaining that state of discipline which is es- 
sential to the success of a school. ‘The names of quite a number of vis- 
itors are reported. Fifty-nine scholars were in attendance. 

Dist. No. 2—Philip Hart, Prudential Committee. Summer term by 
Miss Dolly McDoel. This was Miss McDoel’s first attemptat teaching, 
and she succeeded very well. The school is small and rather backward, 

_and every teacher finds it difficult to awaken a spirit of emulation among 
the pupils, sufficient to keep their own interest alive and active—the pa- 
rents should look into their school occasionally and see if their presence 
will not add to the interest of both teacher and pupils. The scholars 
have good natural abilities, and only need application to make good 
scholars. A few hours during a term spent by the parents in looking 
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after the progress of their children might induce them to make the ap- 
plication necessary to become, as they are capable of Decrees good 
cholars. Register not received. 

The Winter term was commenced by a young man who never made 
application for a certificate, and we have not got his name. He did not 
keep but about two weeks, and left for some reason unbeknown to your 
committee. The remainder of the term was kept out by Mr. Tallant, 
who has taught with good success in this district before, and who has 
given good satisfaction during this term. 3 

Dist. No. 8.—Francis H. Philips, Prudential Committee. No sum- — 
mer term. Winter term by MissS. J. Gilchrist. Miss G. is a fine 
scholar, and at excellent teacher, in every respect. Her success was 
good. The inhabitants in this district have been unfortunate, or fortu- 
nate, as we please to view it, in losing their school-house by fire; and 
the winter term was taught in a room in Mr. James Gilehrist’s house, 
which answered a yery good purpose—still, we trust a satisfactory loca- 
tion for a school house may be agreed upon and one built before the 
commencement of another term. 

Dist. No. 4.—A.I. Hazen, Prudential Committee. Miss Lizzie F. 
Greer, teacher. very thing connected with the school appeared fayor- 
able to a successful term ; and the best evidence that if was 80, is the 
engagement of the teacher to continue a private school, for a term of 
weeks, as soon as the travelling will permit. Some 20 scholars are re- 
ported to have been in attendance—several from the adjoining district. 

Dist. No. 5.—Mr. J. Chandler, Prudential Committee. Summer and 
Winter terms by Miss M. E. Brown. it is a pleasure to visit this school, 
which is more than can be said in truth and soberness, of every school. 
When scholars are alive, and appreciate the advantages they enjoy, and 
strive to excel each other in the acquisition of knowledge, it is always a 
pleasant exhibition ; but when we enter a school room and find one-half 
the scholars resting their elbows upon tke desk aad steadying their 
heads with their hands, passing the precious hours, which should be de. 
voted to study, with as little physical and mental exercise as possible, it 
is painful to behold ; for we know that lazy habits contracted in youth 
always adhere to a person—and it is a loss to the child, the parent, the 
town, the state and the country. 

The parents have a watchful care over their children, and by freqaent 
visits to the school room, keep the right spirit glowing. Miss Brown 
is one of our best teachers. Twenty-seven scholars were in attendance. 

Dist. No. 6.—J. W. Poland and B. Greer, Prudential Committee.— 
Summer term by Miss Mary/A. Greer. There were quite a number of first 
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class scholars here, and their teacher seemed to spare no pains to * assist 
them along in their difficult paths ; and asa matter of course, the sehool 
was a decided success. 

Winter term by the same teacher ; but the school was obliged to close 
on account of the sickness of a large number of the scholars. 

Miss Greer is one of our most successful teachers, and we have no 


doubt that good satisfaction was given. Twenty eight scholars attend- 


ed—the class in algebra went to the formation of powers, and the class 
in Greenleaf ’s National Arithmetic to compound proportion—which was 


_ very well for so short a term. 


Dist. No..7.—Nathan Stearns, Prudential Committee. Summer 
school by Miss E. W. Stearns. Miss Stearns in teaching in her own 
district, labored under serious disadvantages.yet the school appeared well 
at the examination, and the progress made was respectable. 

Winter Trrm.—This is a first class sehool—only one other in advance 
ofitin town. The inhabitants were fortunate in securing the services 
of a competent teacher, and so successful was he in satisfying the district 
that his services were engaged ina private school, which is now in 
session. On account of the bad state of the rdad, we were not present 
at the examination. The school house needs remodeling, and to be 
thoroughly repaired, and the parents to take a little more time to visit 
such excellent scholars. gW hole number of scholars 33. 

Dist. No. 8.—W. P. Sanford, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
by Mrs. L. S. McIntire. This is a smfajl school with no very advanced 
scholars, yet there are but few schools which make a better appearance 
than did this under the guidance of its efficient teacher. She seemed to 
labor hard for the welfare of her charge, with the best of success. 

Winter term by J. C. Balch. Mr. B.is a competent teacher, and 
surely needs the co-operation of the parents to have a very successful 


school. The pupils in this school have sufficient natural ability, if they 


could only havea motive for its cultivation, to take the first rank in our 
schools: Usually where the parents feel the right kind of interest in 
their advancement, and manifest it, by visiting them,and a few encour- 
aging words, at the proper time and in the right spirit, supplies often- 


_ times this motive, and the scholar to please them will put forth his best 


efforts. The experiment pays well. Let mecommend its trial to the 


inhabitants of this district. 


Dist. No. 9.—Summer term by Miss Susan E. Worthley. We were 


| delighted with our visits at this school. Teacher and scholars seemed 


but members of a large, well rezalated family, all moving along together 
with precision and hatymony. Miss Worthley basa happy way of win- 
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ning and retaining the respect and obedience of her pupils. The deport- 
ment and progress made in the various studies was very ‘commendable. 
Register not returned. 

Charles I’. George teacher during the winter term. This school was 
interrupted very much on account of the prevailing sickness, and but 
few were present at the examination, yet enough to satisfy us that the 
course of instruction had been thorough. We regard Mr. G. as a most ° 
worthy teacher. 

Dist. No. 10.—Horace Richards, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term by Miss Victoria Neville. The school made a good appearance and 
every thing seemed to move along in a quiet, orderely manner. 

Winter term by Miss N. J. Jeffers. This scHhool commenced under 
rather unfavorable circumstances— the house being in a very bad condi- 
tiou ; but through the exertions of the inhabitants, the teacher and pu- 
pils, a very cold and forbidding room was transferred into quite a gen. 
ial and comfortable place, and every thing went along much to the sat- 
isfaction ot all, and excellent progress was made by tho scholars in every 
branch of study, and discipline. also. Miss J. excels as a disciplinarian, 
and is a popular teacher. Thirty of the pupils attended to an exercise 
in English Composition. : 

Distr. No. 11—John Richards, Prudential Gommittee. Summer term 
by Miss Clara Paige. No register returned. 

Winter term by Hammon Woodbury. Average attendance, 8. This 
school was altogether too small for the teacher or pupils to feel sufficient 
interest to put furth their best efforts. Mr. W. is a competent teacher, 
a very active young man, and needed forty scholars to bring out his parts 
to the best advantage, He gave good satisfaction as it was and is a very 
excellent teacher. The scholars acquitted themselves well at the exami- 
nation ; but there never is so much life and spirit where the stimulus of 
numbers is wanting. 

‘Dist. No. 12—Lewis Sargent, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
by Miss Lorenda L. Webster, Thisis a small school, but a very good 
one for ite number. Average attendance, 13. The house is not fit for a 
school room, and should be remodeled before another term. * Miss W. did 
very well and the scholars gave evidence of thorough study. 

Winter term by Miss Liazzio A. Merrill Average attendance, 12.— 
Good progress was made, good order maintained, and the examination 
wag creditable to all. Miss M. has started well asa good teacher, and 
must not give up the business at present, 

Dist. No. 13.—Richard Pattee, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
by Miss Elizabeth C. Kendall, who kepta very good school, and gave gen 
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 -eralsatis@tion. Average attendance of scholars 31. No. of visits of 
_ parents and other residents 32. This school district should unite with 
No. 1, and have a graded school—it would pay. Winter term by Miss 
Sarah L. Jones, who has taught a winter term before this, in this dis- 
trict, and is a popular teacher ; her scholars made a very creditable ap- 
pearance at the examination. Whole No. of scholars 50. 

Dist. No. 14.—Acel P. Jefts, Prudential Committee. Miss Fannie A. 
McPherson, teacher. ‘This is a small school—but 12 scholars in attend- 
ance, who appeared well Bisposed and determined to make good improve- 
ment which we have no doubt was done. “Owing to the bad state of the 
road, we were not present at the examination ; but from the appearance 
at the commencemt of the term it must have been a Re school. 
Miss MeP. is an active and efficient teacher. 

Dist. No. 15.--L. D. Hunkins, Prudential Committee. Miss Lizzie 
F George, teacher. Average attendance 17. his isa very interesting 
school,and has greatly improved in point of scholarship within a few years 
past. The inhabitaats seldom visit the school, and know but little of the 
progress or of the excellent behavior of their scholars. Miss G. is one of 
our best teachers.
